DANGEROUSLY ILL. 


NE\\roKT, R. L, Oct 17.—Tho tor- 


pedo boats Dahlgren and Craven were 
in collision off Castlo Hill on Tuesday 
night. The Dahlgren was only slightly 
damaged. Both got back to the hurbor, 
but only.the Craven succeeded in mak 
ing her flip at the torpedo station. 
The Dahlgren went upon a mud ilat at 
the southern end of tbe baibor and was 
pulled off today. The two boats left 
here yesterday lor Poittmoutb, the 
Dahlgren bding some distance ahead. 
One of her engines stopped, for some 
reason, aftd the Craven passed her. 
Tuo Dahlgien soon caught up, how- 
ever, and attempted 
to cross 
the 


Craven's bow, near tho bell buoy. Tho 
Graven hit the Dahlgreu twenty-iivo 
feet from tho stern, twisting tho Cra- 
ven's bow until It pointed to the stern. 
As the Craven was raakiuR water rapid- 
ly, the forward compartments wore all 
closed and the crew put off from her 
In getting into the boat, one of the 
c ew fell into the water and was over- 
board for a half hour before he was 
picked up. Ho was almost exhausted 
when finally rescued by a boat from the 
Dahlgren. The Craven made back to 
ward tha slips and the Dahlgron kept 
close to her, to assist her, and tried to 
make tbe next slip to her's. la this 
operation the Dahlgren went into the 
Craven's stern, doing considerable dura 
age to it. 
A heavy sen was running 


and the Dahlgren rammed the Craven 
for a second time, shifting tho Craven's 
starboard engine. Thou tho Dahlgron 
gave up trying to get into the slip and 
anchored with four fathoms of cable. 
Her moorings failed to hold and tihc 
went drifting across the harbor and 
grounded on a mud flat. A board of 
mqniry will bo called. Lieut. William 
G Miller was in command of tho Dnhl- 
greu and Lieut. Ford H. Brown 
charge of the Craven.

A Washington paper sajs that all 


signs point to the reopening of an old 
naval fight in the navy departrcont. 
The struggle involves tbe existence of a 
prominent bureau, which it is believed 
by^some should bo abolished and its 
duties handed over to another bureau. 


The point wi1! bo raised by Admiral 


Philip Hichborn, chief naval construe 
tor. la his annuil report ho has rec- 
ommended a general reorganization ol 
the bureau of construction and lepair, 
much on the lines of his suggestion of 
a year ago. This includes the absorp- 
tion of the bureau of equipment, whoso 
woik is closely allied with that of thu 
construction depaitment. 


Admiral HJfchborn'a recommendations 


also provide for a transfer to his bmeau 
of some of the duties now performed 
by tho bureau of steam engineering. If 
these recommendations were to be car- 
ried out, they would 
result m the 


abolishment of the bureau of equip- 
ment, and the reduction of tho bureau 
of steam engineering to a position cor- 
responding to a sort of annex to the 
bureau of construction. As soon as it 
wan noised about tho navy department 
that the chief constructor proposed to 
renew his old recommendations for a 
reorganization of tho bureaus of the 
department, Admiral Bradford, chief of 
the bureau of equipment, went into re- 
tirement. Ho is devoting almost his 
entire time to tho preparation of his 
annual report, in which he may be 
counted on to mako a vigorous reply to 
the proposal of Admiral Hiohborn. 


Tho latter, in his annual report, will 


also urgo the extension of clec'rieity as 
a motive po\\er in warships. The ad 
vantages of copper sheathing for war 
vi Bsels will be dwelt on at length by 
the chief constructor, and a reoornmen> 
dntion made that the battleships and 
cruisers about to be advertised for, bn 
provided with sheathing ot this char- 
acter. Admiral Hichborn will also in- 
clude in his report a statement regard 
ing submarine boats, pointing out their 
great usefulness and tbe part taken by 
his bmeau in developing the plans for 
the submarine boats that were recently 
contracted for. 


Whatever may be tho outcome of the 


differences, there is a general disposi 
tion to agree with Constructor Hich- 
boru's recommendation*!.

Tho trap 
rocks of Now .Jersey and tho dolomltes-of 
Htiittm Itilnnd are rated tho strongest 
stones in tho United States, their crushing 
resistance being 24,000 pounds to tho cubic 
inch. Rhode Inland granito crushes at 
17,760 pounds to tho cubic inch, that of 
Virginia will boar 31,500 pounds, and that 
from the qunrrioa of Maryland 19,750 
pounds New England granites in general 
vary somewhat from these standards.—

Board of Health Quarterly.

The following notes are irom the 


quarterly sanitary bulletin of the state 
board of health and are of local interest 
at the present time:

Certificates of vaccination are so fre- 


quently required by school boards and 
teachers 
in connection with public 


schools, the State Board of Health has 
issued a vaccination certificate blank 
for the use of physicians. 
These may 


be had upon application to the board. 


For the year 1899 there were reported 


to the Department of Vital Statistics o' 
New Hampshire, 8,118 births, 3, 741 
marnageo, and 7,015 deaths, the latter 
being a rate of 17.27 per each 1,000 of 
ttfo population, as calculated upon the 
census returns.

The Fcaeial Constitution. 


Our constitution has bc^n amply shown 


by numerous modern coinini/ntutora to be 
In its substance as much tbe embodiment 
of actual experience as is the English con- 
stitution Hsolf. We suffer, indeed, from 
an unbarrassmont of riches in sources of 
practice, American, English or Dutch, for 
its various formal provisions, and yut, 
while tho snhsfcnnco und matter of tho 
federal constitution may be old, there is 
enough in it that was new in form ut i,ho 
tlmo of its construction to di&lract atten- 
tion from more familiar features. For ex- 
ample, popular thought could noc tiiki: ia 
without difficulty tho iden of tt political 
society made up«nf states that wcrn Inde- 
pendent and at tho same timo under cen- 
tral control, nor could it understand a 
central control except under tho old form 
king and standing army. 


Furthermore, thu circumstances attend- 


ing the forming and adoption of tho con- 
stitution wore such as to make it appear a 
new construction. The mooting of ;i bo;ly 
of men representing a nation, with tho 
deliberate intention of framing a funda- 
mental law covering tho entire fle'd o£ 
government, was a new event in political 
csporienue. Although much might be said 
in thu convention about Iflnglish practice 
and tho English constitution, tho fuot of 
choice, of freedom to adopt or rcjeofc, made 
oven tho following of custom in sonic sort 
un act of voluntary creation. This aspect 
of the convention's work? at any rate, was 
the aspect thnt impressed tho imagination 
of the time raosfc forcibly and has contin- 
ued to impress the imagination of succeed- 
ing generations until within very recent 
years.—Kale Holladay CJagliorn in Atlan- 
tic.
